The so-called raciam of which we hear 
80 much is one of the salts of rad- 
ium, either the chloride or the brom- 
ide, geenrally the Jatter and somehcw 
or other it hag been tnken by the pop- 
ular mind.ag a great healer, 

The man in the street scems to 
think that it is some kind of a costly 
drug that hag been invented. Ly doc- 
tors. It ig ctstly, no doubt, but, it is 
not a drug. If it had not been for a 
curious accident the word ‘rad‘um” 
would probably hate been. quite un- 
known excepting t > stientists. It would 
certainly bave’ been no more famous 
than’ cerium, .o: thorium or unarium. 

The accident. was’an odd, cre. Pro- 
fessor Currie’ came across from. Paris 
to show the Londoners at the Royal 
Institution the remarkable’. new sult 
that his wife bad got from the residues 
of uranium mines. He carried it in 
his waistcoat pocket and got his*side 
badly burned. Just about that time-it 
Was becoming. recognized-that the X- 
rays could hurt the skins of people 
who Were exposed to their influence; 
but it Was also noticed that in certain 
cases X-rays -were of. definite: value, 
especially in the keepifig down of the 
pain of cancer Some cases of cancer 
nes ‘better and xrays. were heralved 


“eure.” 

“ithe production of rays: or rather, 
the mythod of producing them, was at 
that time yery uncertain. - It is uot 
much petter now. Just a few meth- 
ods for measuring the energy xg‘ven uff 
from‘ a Crookes’ tube have been tricd, 
but they are very fevblée and very in- 
accurate. A Cr.okes’ tube varies from 
momeot to moment, and m0 one ex 
cepting an exper: operator can tell 
what the X-rays it gives off aro likely 
to do, either in burning a hand or giv- 
ing an impression on @ photugraplic 
plate. 

The connection between. X-1ays and 
radium will be seen when ii is ex- 
plained that one of the first. discov- 
eriés mad: by Mme. Curie was ‘that 
eyen her crude iwaterial was radiant, 
Amongst vther strang» properties it 
had the power of giving three different 
Kinds of says, which she named by ths 
first three ‘otters of the Greek alpha- 
pet. The thirc. se+ of rays’ were idan- 
tical with the X-rays that have been 
found so wngovernable fn all hospit- 
al3. They are. given off with prefect 
reguarity and without any of the sud- 
den changes that’ are’ found in wu 
Crookes’ tube. So it was natural that 
“radium” should be used wherever X- 
rays had shown decent results. but 
had failed »ecaus¢ of their uncertain- 
ty. 

That was the begirning of the vse 
of radium in ths surgery. It was a 
substitute for: X-rays. Naturally 
more has been discovered about ft 
since then, aud equally naturally, the 
word “radium” hag been exploited in 
all ways. 

Radium is of;enormous value when 
properly used; but radium quackery 
seems likely now to be one of tino 
great modern cures. The medics! com- 
mittee of the Britigh Science gutid 
wants to ki'l the quackery.

The holdings cannot be less than 
One hectare in area, but as a rule

live stock, and furniture. Finally, 
each individual can only obtain a 
loan for a*single holding. 

The total number of holdings creat- 
ed between 1901 and 1911 was 5,777, 
and the treasury loans amounted to 
25)410,148 crowns, The number of 
applications, sniall at first, increases 
yearly, the applicants being for the 
most part either married vr about 
to marry, 

The returns as to the number of 
head of live stock (including poultry) 
owned by the state-aided farmers are 
important, as they enable us to anpre 
cjate the economt:: situation of suca 
peasant farmers. 

The available returns refer to the 
live stock owned by 5,374 farmers on 
April 1, 1911. At that date their 
farms supported 6,187 horses, 22,079 
head of horned cattlé, 33,626 pigs, 1+ 
156 sheep an! 155,250 fowls. These 
figures represent an average rer farm 
of 1 horse, 4.1 head of horned cattle, 
6.3 pigs, 0.2 sheep and 29 fowls. 

Comparing these figures with thore 
of the previous statistica: return, we 
find, that, except in fhe case. of 
sheep, the number of head. of live 
stock per farm has considernbly in 
creased in the space of five years. 

It seems that the immediate anx 
lety of the farmers, from the moment 
of their takin; p¢ssession; }s at once 
to..haye..a sufficient... eget Of. Cate 
tle. Only afterwerds do they ton- 
cern themselves about -dcquiring 
horses, but the increase in tle num- 
ber of the cattl has been far mors 
rapid. 

Of 5,149 farmers, 4,689, or 91 per 
cent., Were members of co-operative 
dairies; 2,880, or 56 per céht. of co 
operative slaughtecr-houses; 1,028, or 
20 per cent., of co-operative *ocieties 
for the sale 0: eggs; 94, or 1.8 per 
cent. of live stock improvement. syndi- 
cates. 


How Nectar Becomes Honey 

The honéy stored By bees and the 
nectar produced by, flowers are entiré 
ly different substances, . Both. are 
sweet to the taste; but whereas nec- 
tar is @ thin fluid with a high per 
céntage of Water and generally a flay- 
or suggestive of the flower. from 
which it came, honey is much thicker, 
with far less water, and with no odor 
or flavor of any particular blossoms, 

The difference: between the raw 
nectar and the finished honey are 
brought. about partly within and part- 
ly outside the bodies of the bees. The 
nectar ig sucked up by the bee's long 
tongue. jnto a portion of its digestive 
apparitus kuown as the honey sac. 
The newest theory ie that here a porr 
tion of the water is removed from it 
and that a siMglit chemical change a!so 
takes place. 

On the bee's re*urn io its home, the 
now denser liquid is discharged from 


\the mouth into thy cells of the hive, 


and the secretions of certain glands 
in the bee's head are mixed with it, 
‘Science has demonsrated that there is 
formic, acid in these secretions and 
this probably serves as an antiseptic 
and prevents decomposition of the 
honey. 

Tlie honey, however, is not yet 
“ripe’-—it is still too limpid: To pre 
mote further evaporation of water and 
bring the honey to the consistency 
which we know, some of the Lees mar 
shal themselves fa long lines near the 
entrance of the hive and by d rapid vi 
bration of their wings ferce currevte 
of air over the Cells or-combs where 
the honey Is stored. 

At such times a strong current of 
warm air may be felt coming out 
the hive by quietly bringing the b 
close to the entrance, This process is 
continued all night to-a greater op lesg 
extent and is the ci.use of the buzzing’ 
that may be heard inside any healttiy 
hive long after dark on a summer 
night. 

When honey is “ripe” it. contains 
about twelye per cent. less water than 
the raw nectar and is free from the 
volatile -ollg which give nectar its 
characteristic scent or favor,
